Widely Different Types.

THE GET-RICH-QUICK AGE. 


Melvin A. Traylor, president of the First National 
Bank of Chicago and former president of the Ameri- 
can Bankers’ Association, in a speech before the Chi- 
cago Curb Market Association, sounded an alarm 
with regard: to the riot of speculation which has 
stretched credit to the farthest limits. 

“The nation has been mistaking the richness of 
credit for the richness of capital,” said Mr. Traylor. 
Not only in the stock market but in installment sell- 
ing and bond issues credit has been strained. The 
total of installment selling and bond issues alone 
Mr. Traylor puts at $6,000,000,000. Loans to carry 
speculation on the stock market have reached an un- 
precedented height, and unless there is prudent cur- 
tailment and restraint a crash will be inevitable. 

Back of nearly all these credit processes is a mov- 
ing impulse. Two moving impulses probably account 
for the great spread of {mstallment buying, bond 
credit and stock speculaticn. One is high living, 
and the other is the eager desire to get rich quick. 
'They interact upon each other. The desire to live 
high and enjoy all the comforts and luxuries of life 
‘at once supplements and energizes the eager desire 
to acquire riches. 

The vast accumulations of wealth by a compara- 
tive few, their luxurious mode of living, with the 
ostentatious display of wealth stimulate the desire 
on the part of the multitude to emulate their mode 


of living. The many want automobiles, radios, all 
the modern conveniences and luxuries, leisure and 
pleasure. Their ordinary incomes and earnings are 
not sufficient to buy these things at once, so they 


resort to installment buying until they are over- 
loaded with debt. The only way out is to get more

money, by hook or crook, and apparently the easiest 
way is through gambling. All forms of gambling 
flourish, and there is a riot of speculation on the 
stock market. Dealers within recent years have 
been astounded by the rapidly increasing participa- 
tion of the general public in stock market operation. 
The winnings of a few experts in market dealing 
stimulate the many, who win and lose, and usually 
are stripped and thus urged to desperate remedies. 

Great mergers and the general expansion of busi- 
ness need credit. Many of these are legitimate, but 
many, on the other hand, are mere ventures and 
fruits of the. get-rich-quick motive. 

There is a darker phase of the get-money-quick 
impulse, which leads to crime and vice. An increas- 
ing percentage of young men and eyen young women 
eager to enjoy the luxuries which they see others 
more fortunate enjoying, and unwilling to go

WHERE JUDGES ARE EXPECTED TO SEE. 

A Judge is being impeached in Paris for “lack of 
clear-sightedness.” While it is conceded that he ad- 
ministered the law properly from a technical stand- 
point, the Ministry of Justice accuses him of tail- 
ing to see that his court was being improperly used 
by a divorce ring. 

All this will fall on strange ears in the United 
States. where Justice is always depicted as blind, 
and the nien who administer it are seldom expected 
to see beyond the ends of their noses, and never be- 
yond the pages of the law books before them. 

Think what would happen if “lack of clear-sight- 
edness” was a judicial crime in this country. What 
would happen, for example, to Justice. Siddons of 
the District of Columbia, who recently tried the 
Standard Oil magnate, Robert W. Stewart, for con- 
tempt of the Senate? He couldn't see that if he 
permitted defense attorneys to argue for days about 
the birds, the bees and the flowers that bloom in 
the spring, the jury would forget what the “ase was 
about, and acquit Stewart of an offense which was 
not even denied. 

What would happen to our own Judge [ttner, who 
couldn't sé@ that his oath of office came ahead cf 
his friendship with Sam Arky, and acccrdingly al- 
lowed Sam to sign bonds for vast amounts on surety 
that wasn’t worth 30 cents? What would be the 
fate of Judge Mix, who allowed Rutherford to get 
off with a $500 fine for killing a bell boy, in order 
that Circuit Attorney Sidener might take “enough 
rope to hang himself’? Judge Mix was suo tlserably 
lacking in clear-sightedness that he couldn't even 
sec that it was more important to punish a mur- 
derer than to avenge a private grudge. 

Even the Supreme Court might not be immune 
if we adopted the French standard for our Judges. 
Not long ago a majority of that cugus* tribunal held 
that it was all right for the Government to tap a 
private telephone wire, without any legal process 
whatever, for the purpose of obtaining evidence un- 
der the Volstead Act. Justice Hoimes, wuo perLaps 
is the most clear-sighted man on this continent, wrote 
a dissenting opinion in which he called it “dirty 
business,” and said that the Government should not 
stoop to an act which no decent individual would 
do.

The cruder forms of 
crime of this sort have been to some extent curbed 
by law. But never before has there been such an 
organization of crime and lawlessness, with so many 
resources supplied by modern invention, and aided 
by modern processes. 

What is the remedy? Financiers may curb the 
speculative riot in the credit system and thus avert 
a crash in that direction. But what of the tendency 
to crime? So much money is made by lawless or- 
ganizations. that they corrupt the very fountains of 
justice and avoid punishment. That may be curbed 
to a certain extent by the popular revolt against 
corrupt officials. But the law is only a curb, it is 
never a cure for deep-seated tendencies. The cure 
can be found only in educational processes, through 
instilling good principles, sound rules of conduct. 
That is a slow and laborious process. 

There is another potent aid to the educational 
process, That,is a more equitable distribution of 
wealth. Hogging of the great rewards of business 
by the comparative few, through privilege and ad- 
vantage, is a strong incentive to all the evils which 
we have enumerated. A fair distribution of pros- 
perity promotes order and peace and contentment. 
So that the problem of checking the money-making 
craze is economic as well as social and moral, 

Government is concerned in economics and may 
largely contribute to inequitable distribution of pros- 
perity. So that an earnest and intelligent interest 
in politics is a necessary factor in correcting abuses 
and serving the public welfare. Public apathy is 
deadly.

Characteristi- 
cally, Amundsen had taken equip- 
ment for a return dash on foot, 
in case-of accident to the planes, 
but the chances of success were 
‘onsidered slender. 

While the world was talking of

foot, Amundsen, Ellsworth and 
their four companions camé flying 
back in one Of the planes. The 
story of how Elisworth’s plane 
was forced to land, how Amund- 
sen’s plane landed to join it, how 
one of the craft was crushed be- 
tween the ice floes, and of the 
incredible labor by which a quar- 
ter-mile runway was constructed 
over the jagged ice hummocks, 
thus making possible a successful 
takeoff, is too fresh in the public 
mind to be repeated here. 


Flight of the Norge. 

For the same reason, it is un- 
necessary to do more than recall 
the epochal flight of Amundsen, 
Ellsworth and Nobile in the dirig- 
|ible Norge, in which they started 
| from Spitzbergen, flew across the 
| pole, and continued straight on to 
| Alaska, landing at Teller after a 
| voyage of 2000 miles. _ 

It was shortly before this adven- 
ture that I last saw the old Norse- 
| man. Once more he was engaged 
in the tiresome business of raising 
money. He found it more repug- 
nant than ever, but at 53 he was 
neither too old nor too weary to 
pack his ancient dress suit and set 
out on the dreary round of lecture 
tours to provide the sinews for his 
crowning feat. To see the old lion

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First Nights 
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NEW YORK, July 14. 
HE past week among the 
T Broadway box offices has been 
nothing short of just brutal. 
‘The usual matinee, which for some 
reason the. managers think it is in- 
cumbent on them to give on July 
Fourth was, with possibly one or 
nothing short of 
disastrous. The answer seemed to 
lie in the fact that everyone who 
could had fled the city in search of 
relief from the heat at the beaches 
or in the country. And those who 
remained in the city didn't seem to 
relish the thought of going to the 
theater. 

By the time these lines achieve 
the dignity of print there will be 
28 theaters offering legitimate at- 
tractions along Broadway. During 
the past week only three of thes- 
can be said to be doing anything 
near real capacity business. The 
three are “Show Boat,’ which even 
on Saturday matinees has remark- 
ably few seats: “Strange Interlude,” 
which continues its nine-act way 
to the accompaniment of standees 
at nearly every performance, and 
George ‘White's new “Scandals,” at 
which perspiring standees also fill 
in the space in the back of the or- 
chestra floor.

ROADWAY is continuing to be

Another angle to this situation 
which came to light last week is 
the case of the play made from 
the movie or after the movie. 

Before, whenever a play or a 
book turned out to be a success 
and possessed any possibilities for 
the screen, the film people rushed 
out after it. 

In fact many productions are 
held over for the three weeks re- 
quired by the Authors’ Guild for 
the sole and express purpose of 
trying to dispose of the film 
rights.

the all-talkies has come to town in “Lights of New York,” which 

is at the Grand Central now. It is looked upon as the forerunner 
of the new style cf motion picture entertainment which is destined, 
in @Be minds—many of them none too good—of the movie magnate: 
of Hollywood to revolutionize theater entertainment. The debut of 
this play here will be watched with a great deal of interest for it 
has not been shown to the movie fans of the country outside of 
New York. As a matter of fact, the picture is not without printe: 
subtitles, for, from time to time, they are introduced to explain 
chanzes in locations of the action, but throughout the entire film 
the characters actually speak their lines. 

When Bryan Foy, Vitaphone director and supervisor for Warner 
Bros., obtained the players who appear in “Lights of New York,” 
the first full-length ali-talking motion picture to reach the screen, 
he performed one of the most difficult casting jobs known to stage 
or screen.

For the players who have worked In sound-pictures are few; thu 
directors who have made sound-pictures can be counted on the 
fingers of one hand, and the producers who actually have sound- 
pictures playing in theaters at the present moment are two—Fox 
and Warner Brothers. 

Though trade names like Vitaphone, Movietone, Photophone an‘ 
irnatone continue to multiply, all sound-pictures now on the markct 
can be classified roughly in two groups: 

1. Those in which the sound is recorded on disks similar to 
phonograph records. 

2. Those in which the sound is recorded on film, which may be 
either the fdentical film that carries the picture or a secondary film 
geared to the same shaft. 

In both disk and film methods, powerful amplifiers similiar in 
principle to those used in modern radio sets, play a vital part. And 
in. either system the “ear” which “hears” the actor while the camera 
lens ‘“‘sges’’ him is a microphone, or set of microphones, similar to 
those used in radio broadcasting. 


H: are the talking movies made? The question Is being asked 


— 


HE microphone, of course, translates what it “hears” into electri- 

cal impulses, just as a telephone transmitter translates words into 

electrical impulses. In the Vitaphone and other disk systems 
these electrical impulses travel to a recording device similar to those 
used in making modern electrically-recorded phonograph disks. The 
speed of the camera governs the speed at which the recording disk 
revolves, so that. words and action are synchronized, and when the 
record is played in a theater at a speed governed by the speed of the 
film the words coming from a loud-speaker back of the screen seem 
to flow from the lips of the film image. 

In the Movietone system, which involves recording sound on the 
edg: of the film aa it runs through the camera, the electrical im- 
pulses from the microphone travel to the camera and there govern 
the fluctuations of a helium light which is feeused on the film. 
When the film is developed the sound record appears as a serics 
of alternate ligh. and dark Iimes of varied spacing and density os 
the left-hand margin of the film. This “sound-track” can be, and 
sometimes is, projected onto the screen along with the picture, for 
it is a photographic record as distinct in its way as anything else 
in the picture. Ila ordinary theater showings, however, it is blocked 
out in projection. 

4s a Movietone film runs through the projection machine in a 
theater the sound-track on the edge of the film passes tn front of a 
email light focused on a photo-electric cell. The alternate light and 
dark lines in the sound-track cause fluctuations in the light that ac- 
tually reaches the cell, and these fluetuations in light reaching the 


cell cause electrical fluctuations corresponding to the original sound 


variations. These are amplified and conducted to the loud-speaker 
hehind the screen, which reverses the process of the original micre- 
phone and transiates them back into actual sound.

scarcely recognize the frail, wizened 
figure of the former actress-journalist 
as that of Carrie King. She was per- 
haps best known as the creator of the 
role of “Buttercup’’ in Gilbert and 
Sullivan's ‘‘Pinafore.” 

“What made you do it?’’ the inter- 
viewer asked Mrs. King. ‘“‘Were you 
{11 or in danger of losing your facul- 
ties ?’’ 

“No. I was just crazy, that’s all,” 
was her answer. “I was in the full 
glow of life and vitality, physical and 
mental, and my eyes were bright and 
sparkling. But I had heard about Dr. 
Voronoff, and a mad impulse seized 
me. I think it- was just the spirit of 
adventure. 

“IT suddenly hit upon the idea that 
i would be the first woman in the 
world to test this claim for rejuve- 
nation and see if it was really true 
that the transplantation of the gland 
of the monkey restored the full vigor 
of youth to a human being past the 
prime, or what is called the prime. 

“Not that I felt old in the slightest 
degree—on the contrary I felt then, 
when I was 69, that I should easily 
live to be a hundred. 

“I just wanted to see what effects 
the operation would have, so that I 
could tell the world of this wonder- 
ful discovery which would lead to the 
rejuycnation of the human race. 

“I belleved in Dr. Voronoff—that 
was why I had the pluck and confi-

140—well, what chance have I got in 
this state? I have good reason not to 
believe in this operation now. Look 
at me—instead of leaping into youth, 
I have sunk into physical senility be- 
fore my time. 

“Well, without any of my friends 
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knowing anything about it, I under- 
went the operation. I felt all right 
after it. I did not feel any younger or 
more vigorous; indeed, I could not, be- 
Cause as I said, I was youthful and 
healthy before it. Nor did I feel any 
adverse effects for a time. But sud- 
denly I began to get old. The face 
that was formerly full and taut sagged. 

“Dr. Voronoff operated on me again 
to cure this, and after that I com- 
pletely went to pieces. In two years 
time I had shrunk into what I am 
now—I am nearly blind and without 
physical vitality.” 

It is said that Dr. Voronoff assist- 
ed Mrs. King financially when she de- 
clared that her health was breaking 
down again, and that she was without 
means. 

Perhaps because of the publicity 
given the King case, a storm of disap- 
proval has broken out against Dr. 
Voronoff in England, where he went 
to demonstrate the technique of his 
operation. He was formally welcomed 
by the Home Secretary and a public 
meeting of protest followed. His oper- 
ation was denounced as ‘dangerous, 
indecent and cruel.’ Speakers inciud- 
ed Dr. Beddow Bayly and the Duchess 
of Hamilton. 

“Serious risk of ape-like offspring 
is incurred by women through tranes- 
plantation,’’ Dr. Bayly said. ‘‘The in- 
stitution of large ape and monkey 
farms on the Continent and elsewhere

io a form of ‘vampirizing’ on the hve 
of harmless animals for the sake of 
defeating the normal processes of lifé 
and death,”’ he added. 

He quoted Dr. Voronoff as saying, 
“Tl almost believe that God made 6 
monkey to provide a man with neW 
glands.” Dr. Bayly drew special ate 
tention to the Voronoff practice of 
grafting ape and monkey glands upos 
children of from eight to ten years 
of age on the plea of raising a “neW 
race of genius’ and told the audieneé 
that cancerous and other growths ef 
a malignant nature might be the cos 
sequence of such a violation of nor 
mality. 

The Duchess of Hamilton proposed 
a resolution: ‘‘That this meeting pre 
tests against the revolting practice of 
grafting glands from monkeys inté 
men, women and children, and consié¢ 
ers this to be an offense against me 
rality, hygiene and decency.’ She com 
cluded a stirring denunciation of Df, 
Voronoff with the question, ‘‘Is this 
man mad’ The resolution was car 
ried. 

Dr. Voronoff is not at all disturbed 
by this flood of adverse publicity. Mé 
declines to comment on the case of 
Mre. King. He cites the numerous 
men whom he claims to have rejuve 
nated, in part at least. He believes 
as firmly as ever that the life of thé 
race can be prolonged by means of thé 
operation that he has worked out.

wE left Etah Harbor at 
\ 9:10 p. m. with Schur, 
pilot, and Rocheville, me- 


chanic, and MacMillan, pas- 
senger, in the NA-2; and Reb- 
er, pilot, and myself, relief pilot 
and navigator, in the NA-3. Just 
before we took off, a herd Of a 
dozen walrus came up a few feet 
from our plane. They apparently 
became enraged at it and dived 
toward us, but-we gave the motor 
the gun and could not see them 
when they rose to the surface 
again because of the spray kicked 
up by the propeller. 

As the midnight sun did not set 
for some days yet, we had normal 
daylight for 24 hours. 

We set a course for Cannon 
Fiord, which lies on a line from 
Etah through Cape Thomas Hub- 
bard, on the Polar Sea, trom 
which Peary in 1906 thought he 
saw the high peaks of a great land 
to the northwest. 

At last we were to find out 
whether or not we could navigate 
a plane where the north magnetic 
pole is on one side, off to the 
southward, and the North Pole is 
on the other side, and where the 
force of the earth's magnetism 
acting on the compass needle is 
verv weak. I noted immediately 
that the steering compass did not 
move at all, but pointed east all 
the time, Fortunately we ha 
provided a more sensitive instru- 
ment, which we called the naviga- 
tor’s compass. It began to oscil- 
late slowly at first, but after we 
had steered a steady course for a 
while it finally settled down. 

In clear weather the sun com- 
pass enabled us to do accurate 
navigation. I was delighted with 
ee 5 
the National Geographic Society 
devised it for our trip and I con- 
sider it a great contribution to 
science. 

We crossed in 30 minutes 
stretch that took Hayes 30 days 
about 50 years ago. 

We reached Cape Sabine at 9:40 
p. m. and passed directly over the 
spot where 18 of General Greely’s 
men died from cold and hunger. 
I have never seen a bleaker spot. 

Since any slight engine trouble 
might require a landing. I natur- 
Ally looked about for some suit- 
able place in which to put a plane 
down if necessary. With our load 
the landing would have to be 
made flying at 50 or 60 miles an 
hour. I searched carefully and 
did not see a single place on the 
land or on the water: where a 
landing would not have meant dis- 
aster. 

We continued on to Knud Pen- 
insula (the tongue of land lying 
between Hayes and Flagler 
Fiords), flying at an altitude of 
4000 
over the peninsula, 
rugged peaks appearing 
them.

Half a mile from Etah the en- 
gine of the NA-3 threw her con- 
necting rod and stopped dead. 
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Reber was forced to land and had 
to be towed back.

We 
landed and made camp. 


T 3:15 I took the NA-l 
for ae flight over’ the 
Greenland ice. cap.
